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Racist Kops Kill For Kicks 


For the second time this summer 
Toronto police have murdered an 
unarmed civilian. The first was Gar¬ 
diner Myers a white man who was 
arrested by police from 55 division and 
“found” dead in his cell the next morn¬ 
ing. The second was Lester 
Donaldson, a black man who had 
been the object of police harassment 
for several years, and who was at the 
time of his death recovering from a 
previous police bullet wound. Accord¬ 
ing to the official report police re¬ 
sponded to a radio call regarding a 
dispute over telephone lines on the 9th 
of August at 7:30 pm. Four officers 
went to the house. When they entered 
the house they went to the third floor 


and found Lester Donaldson sitting on 
the edge of a bed in a room. According 
to the report Donaldson had a knife, so 
the police called in the emergency 
response team and set about trying to 
disarm him. The report goes on to say 
that Officer Brian Reed lost his balance 
and Officer David Deviney thinking his 
fellow officer was in trouble, shot 
Donaldson from a distance of four feet. 
Deviney had previously been con¬ 
victed of beating a black man while on 
duty. 

Saturday, August 13, members of 
the Black community held a memorial 
demonstration for Lester Donaldson, 
in outrage over his murder. Also pres¬ 
ent were a number of white activists 


including the Trotskyist League who 
(opportunists that they are) had their 
name prominantely displayed on their 
banners. The demonstration went 
from his house, where he was shot 
down, passed the funeral parlour hold¬ 
ing the viewing and proceeded to 13 
Division, the murderers’ home base. 
Demonstrators clustered around the 
front of the building and pounded it, 
shouting "Murderers!Murderers!”Sev- 
eral Black community members, in¬ 
cluding Myrtle Donaldson, spoke of 
their anger to the crowd, (including 
some who were angered by the white 
activists bringing their politics to this 
event, one saying “white supremacists

Greenpeace vs. IWW 

A Boss is a Boss is a Boss 


In late June Seattle Greenpeace 
phone bank employees celebrated the 
largest weekly revenue ever and were 
congratulated by bcal Greenpeace 
management for a job well done. The 
workers were understandably 
shocked a few days later to learn that 
phone room policies were being com¬ 
pletely changed. With input from an 
"efficiency expert” from the National 
Office, Greenpeace management 
declared that, except for large 
amounts which would be paid off in 3 
months or less installment payments 
(an option offered members who could 
not afford a lump-sum contribution) 
were not cost-effective, and $30,000 
in pledge card were thrown out. 

Phoners were ordered (under 
threat of dismissal to begin using high- 
pressure, hard-sell telemarketing tac¬ 
tics in order to increase revenues, with 
little consideration for the individual 
member’s financial situation. They 
could no longer use their discretion in 
setting suggested donation levels, but 
were made to badger our phone con¬ 
tacts with successive large requests, 
starting with $250 and working down. 

Greenpeace management also 
announced thatthey would soon be in¬ 
stalling surveillance equipment 
(costing thousands of dollars) to moni¬ 
tor phone calls “for training purposes.” 
Employees protested that use of such 
equipment not only demonstrated the 
National Office’s lack of trust in em¬ 
ployees but was also a violation of the 
trust and privacy of members being 
called. They also suggested (in con¬ 
sultation with the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union) that it was illegal in Wash¬ 
ington state. Management replied that 
monitors are very valuable tools and 
that members "don’t need to know” 
their calls are being listened to. Unless 
monitors are proven to be definitely 


illegal, management says the installa¬ 
tion will proceed as planned. 

Prior to these drastic changes im¬ 
plemented by the National Phone 
Bank Director, there were approxi¬ 
mately 30 phoners in the Seattle of¬ 
fice, making this the largest of 
Greenpeace’s three regional phone 
rooms. Within one week’s time, the 
number had dwindled to under 15. 
Local phone room supervisors were 
fired, and tong-standing and produc¬ 
tive workers quit In response to non¬ 
existent prospects for employee input 
in the new phone room policies. 

Citing the Greenpeace ethic ”not 
only to bear witness, but also to take 
action, direct non-violent action, to 
protect the environment”. (from the 
membership brochure), over half of 
the remaining employees have formed 
an IWW job branch to assist them in 
their struggle, both for internal organ¬ 
ization and to bring in the support of 
the larger labor and environmental 
movements. [The IWW or Industrial 
Workers of the World, is a non authori¬ 
tarian labour union that has been 
around since the turn of the century, 
they believe in (among other things) 
workers direct democratic control of 
the workplace.] Furthermore, in keep¬ 
ing with Greenpeace’s tactic of dra¬ 
matically bringing to the public the 
abuses of private corporations, they 
are prepared to widely publicize their 
situation. 

They are asking for letters of 
support and outrage to be sent in our 
behalf to Greenpeace management.

NEWS FLASH 

Negotiations have begun I The 
phone workers have received a verbal 
promise to temporarily delay the in¬ 
stallation of surveillance equipment (it 
is already in place in the Boston 
Greenpeace phone bank). Manage¬ 
ment explicitly refused concessions 
on all other points and made it clear 
that the other pints were no longer 
subject to discussion. 

A petition asking for voluntary rec¬ 
ognition of the union as the official em¬ 
ployees’ bargaining agent for the 
Seattle phone bank has been referred 
by local management to the Green¬ 
peace National Board of Directors for 
action.

KA-DAKI-MENAN, ("Our Land”) 
known to us as "Temagami”, has been 
the homeland of the Teme-Augama 
Anishinabai for 6,000 years. “The 
People of the Deep Water” share their 
name with the largest lake (Tem¬ 
agami) and a village located in their 
ancestral lands. These people have 
never ceded their 4,000 sq. mi. area in 
any government Treaty. "Officially”, 
the Teme-Augama Anishinabai oc¬ 
cupy a 100 sq. mi. reserve, “Bear Is¬ 
land”, at Lake Temagami’s southern 
outlet. They have been involved in a 
pitched legal battle for the recognition 
of their land rights and jurisdiction for 
their entire traditional area for the past 
15 years. (The Ontario Court of Ap¬ 
peals hears their aboriginal claim in 
Janaury, 1989.) 

Plagued not only by the genocidal 
violence of white invasion and coloni¬ 
zation, but more recently by hydro¬ 
electric flooding, clearcut logging, 
white tourists, and the ensuing hunting 
and fishing prohibitions - all have con¬ 
tributed to the erosion of their land- 
based autonomy. The final degrada¬ 
tion has been thrust upon them and 
their land. And they are fighting back. 

On May 17,1988, the Minister of 
Natural Resources, Vince Kerrio, an¬ 
nounced the construction of the Red 
Squirrel Road extension and the Pine- 
torch Road Development would go 
ahead. If completed, this extension of 
the Red Squirrel Lumber Road will link 
it to Liskeard Lumber Road, enabling 
the government and corporations to 
obliterate, through clearcutting, the 
land they stole. 

On May 22, at their annual assem¬ 
bly, the Teme-Augama Anishinabai 
Tribal Council decided by consensus 
to form a blockade on the west and 
east ends of the proposed Red Squir¬ 


rel Road Extension to "stop further 
bush road developments in our un¬ 
surrendered Motherland”. On June 
1, the community established two 
blockade sites, the Wendaban and 
Misabi Camps, and they are commit¬ 
ted as a community to maintain these 
camps indefinately: until there is no 
threat of further road developments 
(which equal land access/destruc¬ 



tion) and their still active land claim 
has been settled. So far, the logging 
company and the governments have 
been silent, although the blockade 
has been up solidly for almost 3 
months. There have been no police 
confrontations so far. The people are 
hoping that the struggle can remain 
non-violent. 

What we as their supporters (and 
they need our support) must remem¬ 
ber is that this is first and foremost 


their fight, their land, and their lives. 
What the Native people feel is appro¬ 
priate support is what we should try to 
provide. They don’t need us to fight to 
"preserve” their ancestral land as a 
park for white peoples’ entertainment. 
They don’t need us to . use their 
struggle as an advertisement for yup¬ 
pie products. Environmentalists, 
though they may think they are socially 
conscious, still practice cultural imperi¬ 
alism against Native people and ride 
on the coattails of their struggles with 
an attitude of moral self-righteous¬ 
ness. The government and corpora¬ 
tions fuel the split between environ¬ 
mentalists and working people by 
falsely lauding working peoples’ con¬ 
cerns. This is a dupe to keep us fight¬ 
ing each other while they selectively 
murder unprofitable cultures, and suck 
the planet dry. The corporations (and 
their lackey governments) have al¬ 
ways abandoned the workers when 
they are no longer needed. We won’t 
save the environment by making more 
park land. We won’t ensure our liveli¬ 
hoods by destroying the livelihoods of 
others. 

The Teme-Augama Anishinabai 
are stretching an already tight exis¬ 
tence on financing a court battle, and 
they approximate their costs of main¬ 
taining the camps for this blockade 
(and they will be there straight through 
the winter) at $1,200 per month. Our 
firm support can be shown by sending 
monetary donations.

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McKnight Strikes Again 


Indian Affairs Minister Bill 
McKnight is yet again fooling around 
with the lives of the Lubicon Lake 
Band people. On May 7, McKnight an¬ 
nounced that he was suing the Pro¬ 
vincial Government and the Band in 
order to force them to accept his ver¬ 
sion of a just settlement to their 48 
year old land claim struggle. 

The Lubicon Lake Band, of 
Northern Alberta, have had their land 
overrun by oil companies who have 
chased away the animals upon which 
the Band depended, and thus de¬ 
stroyed their traditional way of life. 
95% of the Band have been forced 
onto welfare. 

McKnight, although having 
claimed to prefer face-to-face nego¬ 
tiations with the Band, has repeatedly 
weaseled his way out of any respon¬ 
sibility for participating in such nego¬ 
tiations. A few months ago a proposal 
was put forward by the Band and the 
Province for a 3 person tribunal to 
monitor negotiations, involving Davie 
Fulton, the original government in¬ 
vestigator into the claim, one federally 
appointed person, and one other per¬ 
son appointed by the former two. This 
tribunal would be able to make recom¬ 


mendations concerning the claim and 
put forward ideas for resolution, 
though its decisions wouldn’t be bind¬ 
ing on either the government or the 
Band. 

So far McKnight has claimed 
many reasons as to why he won’t 
accept this method of negotiating. 
First, that aboriginal land rights have 
to be negotiated with the Province, 
when in fact they are the sole respon¬ 
sibility of the federal government; 
second, that he won’t submit to bind¬ 
ing mediation, when in fact the pro¬ 
posal specified that the negotiations 
will not be binding; third, that delegat¬ 
ing his duties to a third party would be 
contrary to Canadian law, which is in 
fact not true; fourth, that the proposal 
didn’t involve Alberta so it wouldn’t 
satisfy their needs, when in fact it was 
proposed by the Band and the Alber¬ 
tan premier himself; fifth, that the tribu¬ 
nal is just a another way to delay 
settlement, when in fact if he was will¬ 
ing to submit to a binding tribunal, or 
any at all, such a tribunal could settle 
matters once and for all. Finally, he 
seems to feel he never received the 
proposal at all, even though he’d been 
publicly trashing it. Hardly a respon¬ 



sible ministerial attitude. One would 
think if he was truly interested in a 
negotiated settlement he would inquire 
as to the details of any proposal agreed 
upon by two of the concerned parties. 

After all of McKnight’s contradic¬ 
tory and ridiculous statements, it was 
again repeated in the press that the 
proposal now accepted by Alberta and 
the Band is for an advisory tribunal, not 
binding on any party. Since then, 
McKnight has been strangely silent, 
presumably because he and his lack¬ 
eys have to dream up some reason why 
they oppose a non-binding tribunal as 
well. 

The facts speak for themselves. 
There are no negotiations, there are no 
talks regarding the possible com¬ 
mencement of negotiations. The fed¬ 
eral government continues to sue the 
Band and the Province, all the while 
rejecting any attempts at negotiation. It 
seems that they are not interested in a 
just settlement, but in having it their way 
at whatever cost to life and land. The 
result will be a further delay in settle¬ 
ment of many years, at which point 
there will be no community or land left 
to argue over. The Band is warning the 
government that it will enforce its own 
jurisdiction on their land if no negotia¬ 
tions are happening. In a case such as 
this we can only but support their right 
to make such a stand. 


Direct Action at Rapid Lake 


Meanwhile, two Lubicon Band members went to Quebec late last month 
to help the Rapid Lake Band set up blockades on its reserve. They were 
protesting against outside development on their land by Hydro-Quebec and 
logging companies. 

Much like the Lubicons, the Rapid Lake people never surrendered aborigi¬ 
nal title to their land. They have been severely affected by clear-cutting and 
logging activity, and see electrical development as one more infraction. Clear- 
cutting is driving away the animals needed for food, threatening the future of 
this 450 member band. 

They chose direct action in the form of a blockade to stop the erosion of 
their 24 hectare reserve. Waiting for government action is like signing your own 
death warrant. 

The Lubicon people are supporting this struggle as part of Native peoples’ 
strategy to take more direct action in defense of their lands. Many Bands have 
also pledged to help the Lubicon people do the same this fall when they 
establish their own jurisdiction on their lands. 







Michigan Womyn's Music Festival: 

Oppressed by Our Own Kind! 


For 13 years, the Womyn’s Music 
Festival has been an annual event in 
Michigan. Here womyn have gathered 
to share ideas, network and listen to a 
variety of enjoyable womyn bands. In 
the beginning it operated as a coop¬ 
erative to which all womyn were wel¬ 
come. A few years back, the coopera¬ 
tive broke down because of a labour 
dispute, and Boo and Lisa, owners of 
the land, turned the festival into a 
profit-yielding establishment. 

Every year since, some group of 
"workers” have tried to unionize and 
have been promptly removed and 
asked not to return. These workers 
have to work ten hours per day with 
one hour-long break and one day off 
per week, for three weeks or more, for 
the cost of a festival ticket, $150. Also 
every year, some womyn bring up the 
issue of classism and the unbalanced 
sliding scale. These womyn either end 
up not coming back or start saving 
earlier to afford the increasingly high 
price. 

Well, this year was different. The 
festival advertises itself as "...dedi¬ 


cated to the eradication of sexism, 
racism, antisemitism, classism, age¬ 
ism, ableism, homophobia and vio¬ 
lence against womyn in any form.” So, 
when a small group of Torontonian 
womyn were told to panhandle for the 
money to get in from womyn outside 
the gate, they developed a sign and 
started a petition discussing classism 
and increasing the sliding scale, so 
that every womyn who came in was 
aware of it. The womyn raised enough 
money for three four-day tickets, $375, 
and were able to get in after 8 p.m. on 
Wednesday night. 

After they were in the issue was not 
dropped. At an anarcho-feminism 
workshop, it was decided that there 
should be an anti-classism workshop. 
About 25 womyn showed up for that, 
and a lot of information was disclosed. 
Womyn were denied subsidies be¬ 
cause of their choice of lifestyle. Ar- 
tiists and politicos were considered 
unworthy because they had chosen to 
lead a low-income lifestyle. 

The next day, a group of about ten 
womyn did a performance piece in

order to bring the issue to the masses. 
They danced and chanted slogans like 
"I may not have as much cash as you, 
but remember, womyn, I’m a sister too. 
It’s a class issue. What can you say? 
The rich will get because they can pay. 
It’s a class war. Who’s fighting who? 
Remember, sister, I’m a woman too.” 

Afterwards, there was a Network¬ 
ing/Support Group that decided to 
work for an anti-classism tent for next 
year. If that falls through, there is sure 
to be a protest in Michigan in August, 
1989.

Transmigration Equals Genocide 


The Indonesian Ministry of Trans 
migration has just announced propos¬ 
als to place settlers in the very heart of 
Western New Guinea. The invasion 
will seriously disrupt the lives of the 
Highland region’s tribal inhabitants. 

Transmigration, the largest 
colonisation program in history, is a 
Government scheme to move people 
from the heavily populated inner is¬ 
lands of Indonesia to the more 
sparsely inhabited outer islands.lt 
has resulted in massive forest destruc¬ 
tion and the wholesale takeover of 
tribal lands. Transmigration has been 
one of the main means by which the 
Indonesian Government has sought to 
control tribal areas; part of an attempt 
to 'Indonesianise’ the tribal peoples 


who are officially referred to as 'back¬ 
ward and alien peoples’. 

The new colonisation program 
poses a direct threat to the lands and 
cultures of the Dani peoples of the 
highlands and will seriously affect the 
environment of this area. 

The new man in charge of all this 
is Lieutenant-General Sugiarto, a 
para-commando who was previously 
armed forces chief of staff for socio¬ 
political affairs. He has fought against 
several rebellions and saw active 
duty in East Timor in the 70’s. East 
Timor is an island off of Indonesia 
which has been the site of one of the 
most brutal invasions and genocides 
in history, initiated by Indonesia and 
supported by the complicity of Ameri¬ 


can and Canadian governments and 
corporations. He has a long experi¬ 
ence in what he calls “territorial man¬ 
agement”, also known as population 
control. 

There is something we can do. 
Putting international pressure on In¬ 
donesia can help the Papuan people. 
Write to Lieutenant-General Sugiarto, 
Minister for Transmigration, Ministry 
of Transmigration Jl. Letjen Haryono 
MT (CIKOKO, Jakarta Selatan Indo¬ 
nesia. Stress that transmigration to 
the Jayawijaya district must be 
stopped.

Even the tv news and mainstream 
press (usual sensationalism aside) 
cannot ignore the recent events un¬ 
folding in Seoul, Korea. The following 
is an excerpt from a Toronto Globe and 
Mail report 16-8-88: 

"South Korean riot police yester¬ 
day crushed a student march to the 
truce village of Panmunjam, where the 
students had hoped to meet their 
North Korean counterparts. In con¬ 
trast to violent protests the previous 
few days., most students yesterday 
initially refrained from throwing rocks 
and firebombs, although some 
clashes took place. The police went 
on the offensive, however, arresting 
more than 1,200 students and beating 
many of them as they dragged them 
away...Tens of thousands of riot police 
and plainclothesmen stood guard at 
subway stations, intersections and 
college campuses across 
Seoul...stopping anyone who looked 
like a student, checking identification 
cards, searching bags, and marching 
detainees off to police buses. 

At the Yonsei University, where 
more than 2,500 students gathered, 
riot police waited hours for students to

march out of the gate. Once they did, 
the police quickly rolled out rapid-fire 
teargas launchers and under the sting¬ 
ing white cloud of gas, students began 
to retreat. Plainclothesmen charged 
after them. Policemen seized stu¬ 
dents, who had roped themselves 
together, beat them, kicked them and 
dragged them along the street to wait¬ 
ing buses. They forced students to 
kneel on the street while they contin¬ 
ued to kick them. Some of the stu¬ 
dents’ backs were stained with 
blood... After the third attempt to march 
off the campus, students retreated and 
returned an hour later, this time armed 
with rocks...Throughout the day, small 
bands of students—from 50 to 300 at 
a time—appeared in several sections 
of Seoul, chanting slogans, distribut¬ 
ing leaflets, and lying down on the side 
of the road..." 

The apparent goal of the S. Korean 
students was to meet with their N. 
Korean counterparts at the truce vil¬ 
lage, in a symbolic gesture towards 
reunification. Of course, reunification 
mujst not be very attractive to the king¬ 
dom-builders on both sides of the 
border and the superpowers (USA &

movement’s traditional anti-police 
element (directly related to our anti¬ 
prison, anti-state sentiments).
